Willis,  our  iponsor,  helped  us  elect  officers  and  supervised  our  parties.  Mr.  Ashel  HawKins  was 
our  eigKth  grade  sponsor.  The  highlight  of  the  freshman  year  was  the  Freshman  Banquet  which  had 
an  Hawaiian  theme.  The  initiation  was  a  big  event  too.  Death  took  our  sponsor.  Miss  Mildred 
Reeves,  and  Miss  Frances  Harding  and  Mrs.  Beatrice  Overstreet  willingly  took  her  place.  As 
sophomores  we  enjoyed  getting  revenge  on  the  in-coming  freshmen. 

Mrs.  Overstreet  again  greeted  us  as  sponsor  in  the  junior  year  and  Mrs.  Viola  Ramsey  was  the 
assistant.  They  worked  with  us  planning  the  prom  and  raising  funds  for  the  senior  trip.  We  pre- 
sented our  first  play,   "Rich  for  a  Day,  "  in  the  second  semester. 

Mr.  Paul  Schurtter  guided  us  through  the  senior  year  and  helped  us  with  another  play,   "Betty 
Jane  from  Punkin  Lane."  We  worked  hard  with  bake  sales,  scrap  drives,  and  chili  suppers  to 
raise  money  for  the  senior  trip.  At  last  graduation  night  arrived,  and  our  class  was  on  the  top  rung 
of  the  ladcfer,  yet  really  on  the  botiom  rung  as  we  faced  the  future.

Ellettsville  High  School  has  had  a  yearbook  for  the  past  thirty  years  when  the  Class  of  1927 
decided  to  make  that  its  contribution  to  the  progress  of  the  school .  With  the  help  of  their  sponsor 
and  English  teacher,   Mrs.   E.H.  Mangel,   they  published  a  seventy-eight  page  book  which  in- 
cluded pictures  and  accounts  of  classes,   activities,  class  and  school  histories,  a  calendar  of 
events,  and  humor.  For  the  title  they  chose  the  Spanish  word,   LI  AMARADA,  which  means 
"flash  of  light,  "  because  to  those  seniors  the  yearbook  was  the  bright  spot  of  their  final  year  in 
school . 

Since  that  time  only  six  classes  have  failed  to  publish  this  annual  record  of  the  school 
activities.  The  1928  and  1931  classes  were  too  small  to  attempt  the  job.   In  1930  the  seniors 
chose  to  publish  a  magazine,   THE  EAGLE,   in  their  journalism  class,  and  in  1934  the  depression 
made  it  impossible  to  finance  such  a  publication.  Then  in  1943  and  1945  World  War  II  and  its 
accompanying  shortages  of  materials  and  manpower  caused  those  classes  not  to  attempt  the  year- 
book.  However,   the  1945  class  dia  publish  a  small  pamphlet. 

This,  the  1957  edition  of  THE  LLAMARADA,  is  an  attempt  to  carry  on  the  tradition  of  a 
yearly  record  of  life  as  lived  at  Ellettsville  High  School.
